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Continuation of 13. Other: Two relevant figures in Whitebrook are 4a and 4i. For purposes of the rejection, 402, 404 and 406 of figure 4a 
are substituted into structure 440 in figure 4i. In this conjectured configuration, claim 1 is anticipated as such: the ground electrode 
element is 402; the protective element is 447; the ablation electrode element is 404. The target tissue region is blood (406 in figure 4a) a 
known connective tissue, and element 447 covers ground electrode element 402 preventing ablation of solid tissue (vessel wall) adjacent 
the portion of element 402 that 447 covers. (Note: Whitebrook uses the terms "electrodes" and "emitters" interchangeably.) 
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
